Eprrorn WoBURN JOURNAL:—The letter 
in your last issue has certainly a good 
suggestion and one that has a yore 
ceived considerable attention, There is 
no question but what Commissions are 
the only proper bodies to handle the 
liquor traffic and the police. 

Your correspondent may be interested 
to know that when the License Cominis- 
sion bill was pending in the last Legis 
| lature, and had been so amended that 
the appointing power was given to the

and protect the rights of the minority 
when the majority disregard them. 

For some time it has been apparent 
that Woburn requires a Police Commis- 
sion, similar to that of Fall River, ap 
pointed by the Governor, Not much has 
been said about this matter for itis not 
wise to make too public proposed re- 
forms, especially where we have so many 
“reform” politicians some of whom are 
pot naturalized and who seem incapable 
of viewing a subject from more than 
one standpoint, 

Now that the subject of License and 
Police Commissions has been introduced 
I hope it will be fully discussed. I uu 
derstand that certain Democrats, real 
izing that a change must come, are ad 
yocating for Mayor a Republican who 
will (for cause) change two of our present 
Commission before the Legislature can 
do so and remoye in part the opposition 
that now exists, [tis hardly probable 
that this plan will) sueceeed, however 
pleasant it might be to its advocates.

I hired 
a promising looking man at Calcut- 
ta, and after a month or so refused 
to pay his wages. He was unable to 
get at me with the big knife he car- 
ried, because the door was locked, so 
he sat on his hams outside under 
the veranda from 6:15 in the morn- 
ing until nearly 10, cursing- cursing 
in one steady, unbroken flow—an 
astonishing spate of blasphemy. 

“First, he cursed my family, from 
mealong the female line back to Eve, 
and then, having toyed with me per- 
sonally fora little while, he started 
off along the line of my possible pos- 
terity to my remotest great-grand- 
children. Then he cursed me by 
this and that. My hand ached tak- 
ing it down, he was so very rich. It 
was a perfect anthology of Benguli 
blasphemy—vivid, scorching and 
variegated—not two alike, and then 
he turned about and dealt with dif- 
ferent parts of me. I was really 
very fortunate in him, Yet it was 
depressing to think that all this was 
from one man and that there are 
600,000,000 people in Asia. 

“Your common Englishman now 
scarcely curses at all. A more color- 
less and conventional affair than 
what in England is called swearing 
one can scarcely imagine, It is just 
common talk, with some half dozen 
orthodox bad words dropped in here 
and there in the most foolish and il- 
logical manner, Fancy having or- 
thodox words! I remember one 
day getting into a third class smok- 
ing carriage on the Metropolitan 
railway about 1 o'clock and _find- 
ing it full of rough workingmen. 
Everything they said was seasoned 
with one incredibly stupid adjective, 
and no doubt they thought they were 
very desperate characters. At last I 
asked them not to say the word 
again. One forthwith asked me 
‘what the ——,’ (I really cannot 
quote these puerilities), ‘what the 1di- 
otic cliche that mattered to me.’ So 
I looked at him quietly over my 
glasses, and I began. It wasa revela- 
tion to those poor fellows. They sat 
open mouthed, gasping. Then those 
that were nearest me began to edge 
away, and at the very next station 
they all bundled out of the carriage 
before the train stopped, as though I 
had some infectious disease, And 
the thing was just a rough, imper- 
fect rendering of some mere com- 
monplaces, passing the time of day, 
as it were, with which the heathen 
of Aleppo used to favor the servants 
of the American missionary. In- 
deed if it were not for the ladies 
there would be nothing in England 
that one could speak of as swearing 
atall. They have agreed to consider 
certain words, for no very good rea- 
son, bad words. It 1s pure conven- 
tion. It has little or nothing to do 
with the actual meaning, because for 
every one of these bad words there 
is a paraphrase or synonym consid 
ered to be quite suitable for polite 
ears.”

Then there is a strange story of 
how Sir Walter Scott, producing 
“The Bride of Lammermoor” during 
illness, was afterward found to have 
forgotten entirely what he had thus 
created. According to James Ballan- 
tyne, ‘the book was written and 
published before Mr. Scott was able 
to rise from bis bed, and he assured 
me when it was first put into his 
hands in a complete shape that he 
did not recollect a single incident, 
character or conversation it con- 
tained. The original incidents of the 
story, which he had known from 
boyhood, he still remembered, but 
he knew no more about the story he 
had written than he did before he 
began to write or even think about 
writing it.” ‘These facts are corrob 
orated by Mr, Lockhart, Sir Walter 
Scott's son-in-law and biographer, so 
that they are placed beyond ques- 
tion.- Gentleman’s Magazine,

Curing Tobacco, 
Sun cured tobacco is hung first 
upon scaffolds for from five to ten 
days, according to the weather, and 


is then hung in the barn, where it is | 


cured by air alone, no fire being 
used. Properly constructed barns 
for curing tobacco by this process or 
by what is known as the air curing 
process should be built practically 
airtight, with adjustable ventilators. 
Rail pens or cheap and open sheds 
are, however, often used as a make- 
shift from lack of means or desire to 
erect better buildings. The custom 
of curing tobacco with open fires ig 
still practiced to some extent. 

The tobacco is placed upon scaf- 
folds four or five days until it is well 
yellowed, when it is hung in the 
barn and fires are kindled under it. 
The fires are made to burn with the 
least possible blaze, slowly at first, 
but the heat is gradually increased 
and maintained continuously until 
the leaf, except the upper half of 
the stem, is entirely cured. This 
process is fast losing its old time pop- 


ularity and will doubtless soon be su- | 


perseded by better methods.—Farm, 
Field and Fireside.

Kennan’s Lecture. 

Judging from the large number of people 
present at Lyceum Hall last ‘Tuesday even- 
ing it is safe to say that this city had heard 
of George Kennan, the renowned Russian 
traveler, and were admirers of his writings 
and lectures, It was a cultivated audience, 


therefore oan appreciative one. Many 
present had read Kennan’s remarkable 
stories of the Russian convict mines in 


Siberia, of his travels in that inhospitable 
clime, of the narrow escapes of himself and 
Mr. Frost, his artist, while seeking personal 
interviews with the wretched prisoners 
there, in the Century some years ayo, and 
for these his lecture Tuesday evening was 
of much more than usual interest. 

It is but simple justice to the Wobarn 
Woman's Club, under whose auspices this 
rich literary treat was furnished, to make 
the acknowledgment that they are entitled 
to great praise for bringing to town a 
lecturer of such eminence and affording 
our people an opportunity to hear his 
strange story from his own lips, 

The lecturer was gracefu ly introduced 
to the audience by Mrs. George Fo Bean, 
President of the Club, who, in’ choice 
phraseology, alluded, among other things, 
to the exceptional privilege which this com- 
munity lad enjoyed, through the Clab's 
efforts and enterprise, of listening wo three 
of the most distinguished of the world's 
great travelera whose subjects were, re 
spectively, Greenland, Africa, Siberia, each 
of which was) profoundly interesting, 
especially when handled by the explorers 
and travelers themselves ! 

Mr. Kennan’s lecture contained the story | 
of his visit to the mines of Kara, to which 
are transported many of the penal and 
political convicts of the Russian govern- 
ment. They are gold and silver mines 
located on the Kara river, 4000 miles east 
of St. Petersburg, in a country as gloomy 
and forbidding as any on the face of the 
earth, It was especially so to Me Kenoan 
and Mr. Frost when they reached there in 
the winter of 1885 6, with ice everywhere, | 
temperature lower than it ever gets in| 
civilized countries, and Mr. Kennan ill 


The journey to Kara was attended with 
hardships and dangers almost beyond 
description. 


Mr. Kennan’s aim in going to the Kara 
mines was (1) to visit the Penal Prisoners; 
(2) the Political Exiles; and (3) to see for 
himeelf the convicts at work in the mines, 
and note carefully how they lived, with the 
further object, of course, of gathering all 
the information possible on each of these 
points and ultimateiy publishing them to the 
world. His extraordinary nerve, pluck, 
ready wit, and capability of physical en- 
durance enabled him to achieve a large 
measure of success in his wild and hazard 
ous undertaking. 

On their arrival at Kara Messrs. Kennan 
and Frost were graclously received by 
Major Potolof, Commander of the Post, 
and hospitably entertained by him during 
their stay. Indeed, Mr Kennan said he 
was altogether foo hospitably entertained, 
for it was almost impossible for him to get 
from under the eye of the Major, who had 
received strict ordera from St. Petersburg 
not to allow Kennan to visit the prisons or 
commuuicate with the condemned inmates 
of them, and who therefore made ita poin’ | 


never to suffer the American to get beyond | 
his range of vision day or night lest he 
might elude the otflcers and hold communi 
cation with unfortunate beings in’ their 
charge. But while Major Potolot was away 
for a short time on official basiness Mr 
Kennan improved the opportunity to good 
advantage and.not only visited the prisons 
but attended midnight meetings in secret 
with the families of the convicts, at which 
he filled his notebooks with the information 
that he had traveled thousands of mites to | 
obtain. These notes and a mass of letters | 
from the unfortunates to friends in the out | 
side world came very near proving the death 
of Keonan and Frost, and would probably 
have done ao had not the arrangements to 
make way with them been accidentally 
overheard by Mr, Frost. ‘This enabled 
Mr. Kennan to burn every scrap of contra- 
band paper in bis possession, not however 
without the utmost difflculty and danger 
He watched his opportunity, adroitly 
dropped the incriminating writings into a 
glowing stove, and was saved. He must, 
though, depend on memory alone for 
material for his future magazine articles, 
books and lectures. 

Mr. Kennan gaye wonderfully yivid 
pleases of the prisons and their wretched 
nmates; he told of the terrible hardships 
and uller tmisery endured by themy he 
Gesvribed their mode of living and barbar- 
ous accommodations in the cells; of a life 
worse than death In the mines; and de | 
scribed graphically the Kenerally horrid | 
condition of the Russian convicts at Kara. | 

Mr Kennan exhibited samples of the 
clothing worn by the convicts which con 
sisted of w long fell coat, trousers and shirs 
of duck. shows of nominal leather but really 
paper.

AUTHORS’ SLIPS. 


Amusing Errora That Have Been Made by 
Many Fanrousa Writers. 


Some one has been telling the read- 
ers of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
about the errors of which well known 
authors are guilty in their books—er- 
rors in history, philosophy, astron- 
omy, geography, everything. Read 
what he says: 

Shakespeare speaks of King John 
and his barons as fighting with can- 
non, whereas these instruments of 
destraction were then entirely un- 
known; he causes one character to 
mention printing 200 years before 
the time of Gutenberg and another 
to allude to striking clucks in the 
days of Julius Caesar; he mentions a 
billiard table as part of the furniture 
of Cleopatra's summer palace and 
causes Hector to quote Aristotle; he 
makes ridiculous blunders in geog- 
raphy, giving seaports to Bohemia, 
an inland country, and speaking of 
Delphos as an island. 

In a popular novel of recent date 
the author decided to kill his victim 
with consumption and then gave 
him all the symptoms of pneumonia. 
Wilkie Collings avoided blunders of 
this kind by a curiously practical 
method. When he wished to use 
sickness as a means of promoting tho 
plot of his story, he interviewed the 
family physician on the subject. 

The “Count of Monte Cristo"’ is 
full of slips that could have occurred 
only through the author's forgetful- 
The fortune with which he 
endows his hero is enormous, being 
about $4,000,000 to begin with, and 
after years of the most reckless ex- 
penditure, after money has been 
scattered with both hands and in

| lavish prodigal fashion, the author 


assures his readers in calm forgetful- 


| ness of the amount with which he 


started the count on his career that 
the remainder is upward of $10, 000, - 
000. 

Thackeray, who was exceedingly 
anxious to get everything right, 
was perpetually getting everything 
wrong. Any reader who takes the 
pains to examine critically the works 
of the great English satirist will find 
innumerable blunders, arising for 
the most part simply from careless- 
ness. The names are mixed, the hero 
is sometimes called by the fame of 
one of the other characters, and in 
ati least one place an important per- 
sonage is called by a name from an- 
other novel. This is Philip Firmin, 
whom he called Clive Newcome. Nor 
was this his worst blunder, for in 
another story he killed and buried 
old Lady Kew and later brcught her 
again on the scene to round off a cor- 
ner of the story. 

George Eliot, whose knowledge of 
science is highly commended, in 
“The Mill on the Floss’’ makes the 
odd blunder of haying the boat over- 
taken in midstream by a mass of 
drift floating ata more rapid rate 
than the frail craft, a physical im- 
possibility. 

More than one astronomer has 
pointed out the mistakes Charles 
Reade has perpetrated in astronomy 
and geography. But Reade is not 
the only sinner in this particular. 
Howells sometimes makes a parade 
of his knowledge and in one place in 
“Silas Lapham" alludes to the ‘‘rank 
and file’’ as synonymous with offi- 
cers andmen. Dean Swiftspeaks of 
Pennsylvania as a frozen, desert 
plain, a blunder that might be ex- 
tenuated on the score of the igno- 
rance prevailing in his time, and, for 
that matter, ever since, in England 
of American matters, while Amelia 
B, Edwards, in ‘‘Hand and Glove,” 
mentions ‘‘an overseer on a Massa- 
chusetts cotton plantation.’’

Samuen F. DeLann died at the home 
of his son, Fdward W. Deland, at Saco, 
Maine, at 9 o’elock Friday evening, Oct.

EARLY CIVILIZATION. 


Light Thrown Upon the Manners and Cus 
toma of 3,400 Yoars Ago. 

We have become possessed of cer- 
tain very important indications as to 
the early civilization of Palestine by 
means of clay tablets. Now that 
the knowledge so attained is alto- 
gether new, or that it conflicts with 
that which has deduced from yet 
earlier Egyptian records. It is well 
known to scholars that Thothmes 
III, when he defeated the league of 
Hittites and the Phosnicians at Me- 
riddo, in 1600 B. C. (a century before 
Amenophis III acceded), reaped a 
spoil which indicates the advanced 
civilization of Syria, including not 
only the precious metals and chari- 
ots painted and plated, but also ob- 
jects of art having a high esthetic 
value, and that he found corn, wine 
and oil abundant in the country and 
many hundreds of walled towns in 
which there were already temples of 
the gods. 

Such evidence has, however, been 
slighted by those who regard the 
carly Hebrews as savages, and who 
think that though placed in the very 
center of the ancient civilized world, 
between the Egyptians and the As- 
syrians, they were nevertheless un 
acquainted with many arts and unin- 
fluenced by surrounding culture. 
The new discoveries insist on quite 
unother understanding of their an- 
cient history. 

It is surely a lesson of humility 
that the modern student should 
learn from such discoveries. Vol- 
taire was no doubt a writer of great 
originality and acumen, though from 
our present standpoint wonderfuliy 
ignorant of antiquity. He finds it 
hard to believe that Homer’s poems 
could have been written down before 
500 B. C. and asserts that papyrus 
had not been invented in Egypt in 
the time of Moses, though we now 
possess in the maxims of Ptah-hotep 


a manuscript as old as the prramids, | 


We find, on the contrary, that not 
only in Egypt or in Mesopotamia was 
the art of writing known in the time 
of Moses, but that the inhabitants of 
Palestine also could pen a brick epis- 
tle, which in the space of a few 
inches contained as much informa- 
tion as can now be condensed into a 
sheet of note paper. Such letters were 
neither heavy nor bulky and could 
be carried in the turban or in the 
folds of the shirt bosom just as easi- 
ly as paper letters are now so car- 
ried, with the additional advantage 
that they were imperishable, as is 
witnessed by the fact that they are 
now being read 38,400 years after 
they were written.—Edinburgh Re- 
view. 


Streets With Historic Names, 

We do not regard the names of 
our streets as matters of political im- 
portance. On the continent it is 
otherwise. One of the first things a 
revolutionary government in France 
does is to rename thoroughfares, 
There is some show of reason for 
such innovations, for in these things 
there is among most European na- 
tions a system. A glance at the 
name plats in the streets of Paris is 
a lesson in history, or at any rate in 
history since the great revolution. 
Most ¢elebrated French victories are 
commemorated in this way; most 
great genérals and statesmen and a 
goodly number of men famed in arts 
and letters. We have, it is true, 
our Trafalgar square and our Water- 
loo bridge, but we look in vain for 
Crecy or Agincourt in our streets. 
We have an insular dislike for for- 
eign names, and happily most great 
English victories were won on for- 
eign soil.—London Daily News.

28. “And It came to pasa that He went 
through the cornfields on the Sabbath day, 
and THis disciples began, as they went, to 
pluck the ears of corn.’ In Math, xii, 1, tt 
is written that His disciples were hungry, 
80 that we must bear in mind that there 
was an actual bodily need to be supplied. 
He himself was ofttimes hungry and weary 
(Math, iv, 2; xxi, 18; John iv, 6), and the 
disciple must be content to be as His mas- 
ter (John xy, 20). If we suffer, wo shall 
also reign with Him (11 Tim, ii, 12), In 
our abundance we are apt to forget Him, 
and He ofttimes proves us to see if we are 
relying on Him or on our circumstances 
(Deut. vill, 2; Gen. xii, 1). 

24. “And the Pharisees sald unto Him, 
Behold, why do they on the Sabbath day 
that which is sot lawful’ ‘The Pharisees 
were a class of religious people not yet ox 
tinct, who were fullof talk, but lacking in 
deeds, except when their deeds would 
bring them praise of men, They were 
hypocrites and whited sepulchors, fair out- 
wardly, but all unclean within (Math, 
xxiil, 8, 6, 27, 28). We may be sure that 
He who said, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy,’’ would in no sense 
transgress His own commandment nor lead 
others to do it, These hypocrites make me 
think of a captain on a ferryboat whom I 
saw collecting fares one Lord's day and 
at the same time finding fault with a man 
for whistling the air of a sacred song. 

26. ‘‘And He said unto them, Have ye 
never read what David did when he had 
need and was an hungered, he and they 
that were with him?'’ I believe there is 
an analogy in Scripture for about every 
event in life that can come to any one. 
Jesus, being full of the word, knew just 
how and when to apply it; hence we so 
often hear Him saying, ‘‘It is written," 
“Have ye never read?" How many church 
members would hang their heads in shame 
if He should ask them, ‘‘Have ye never 
read?’' 

26. ‘‘How he went intothe house of God 
in the days of Abiahar, the high priest, 
and did eat the shewbread, which is not 


lawful to eat, but for the priests, and gave 
also to them, which were with them.’’ 
In Math. xii, 5, 7, He cites also the con- 
duct of the priests in the temple on the 
Sabbath day and quotes from Hos. vi, 6, 
“T will have merey and not sacrifice.’ 
An outward apparent disobedience does 
not always spring from a spirit of dis 
obedience, and the Lord always looketh 
upon the heart. He reads our motives 
and reckons with us accordingly. He 
weigheth actions and spirits (I Sam. ii, 
%; Prov, xvi, 2). Behind an outward con- 
formity He often sees a spirit of rebellion. 
Let us be ambitious todo right in His 
sight who readeth hearts, 

27. ‘And He said unto them, The Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man for 
the Sabbath.’’ This sentence is found 
only in Mark in this incident. It is the 
gospel of service, and every servant of 
God is to serve God every day, but one 
day in seven is specially set apart for man 
that on that day he may wholly and pe- 
culiarly delight himself in the Lord and 
thus be refreshed for the work of the oth 
er days. Man is not aslave of the Sab- 
bath, but the Sabbath is for his special 
benefit and joy, not to enjoy himself (Isa. 
Iviii, 18, 14), but that he may delight 
himself in the Lord and thus learn to ride 
upon the high places of the earth. 

28. °' Therefore the Son of man 
also of the Sabbath.’’ ‘This statement is 
also found both in Matthew and Luke. 
All things were made by Him and for 
Him, Itis His day. He is the maker of 
it and the proprietor of it. He gave it to 
us that we might the better glorify Him 
and enjoy Him. He certainly has a right 
to tell us what He would like done with 
His own property. When we, too, by faith 
in Him become His property and truly 
call Him Lord, then the day and the peo 
ple being all His and for His pleasure He 
will surely bo glorified in them. The se- 
eret of rest and victory is found in being 
able to say from the heart, Thou art wor 
thy, O Lord, and I am for Thy pleasure 
(Rey. iv, 11). 

jii, 1. ‘**-And He entered again into the 
synagorue, and there was a man there 
Which had a withered hand."’ In Luke vi, 
6, itis written that this was on another 
Sabbath, and that He was teaching in the 
synagogue, It would seem, then, that 
He was always found in the synagogue on 
the Sabbath day and ready to read and 
teach as opportunity offered. These syn- 
agogzues were not the most spiritual places 
in the world, for the service was very 
formal, yet it was His custom to be there. 
“And they watched Him whether He 
would heal him on the Sabbath day, that 
they might accuse Him.'’ What odd kind 
of people did go to church on Sabbath 
days long ago, and He knew just what 
kind of people they were, Yet He went 
too Well, He must have had more grace 
than many of His followers nowadays. 
Yet it is written that‘if any man have 
not the spirit of Christ he is none of 
His'’ (Rom, viil, 9). Why should they 
want to accuse Him when He never did 
any harm to any, but always went about 
doing good? They must have been related 
to one who is called ‘the accuser of the 
brethren’? (Rey, xii, 10), 

8. * And Ho saith unto the man which 
had the withered hand, Stand forth.’ 
Luke says, ‘He knew their thoughts" 
(Luke vi, 8). It will greatly help us if we 
remember that there is always one with 
us who is reading our thoughts and 
searching our inmost hearts. But how can 
we help our thoughts? Only by being 
filled with His thoughts. We are not re 
sponsible for the thoughts that are pre 
sented to us, but we are responsible for re 
celving and pondering them 

4. “And He saith unto them, Is it law 
ful to do good on the Sabbath days or 
to do evil, to save life or to kill? But 
they held their peace.’’ In Math, xii, 11, 
12, it is written that He used the ilustra- 
tion of the lawfulness of taking a sheep 
ontef a pitton the Sabbath day, adding,

“How much better 1s & man than a 
sheep?"’ and then said, ‘It is lawful to do 
well on the Sabbath day.'’ We are cer- 
tainly safe in doing on the holy day what 
ever will glorify God and tend to magnify

65. “And when He had looked round 
about on them with anger, being grieved 
for the hardness of their hearts, He saith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine hand. 
And he stretched it out, and his hand was 
restored whole as the other.’’ What a 
good thing for that man to he found in 
the synagogue that day! How much he 
night have missed by not being there!

SAVED BY A WOMAN, 


Pursuant to a special order issued 
by the president of the Confederate 
states, an army of 12,000 veteran 
cayalry and mounted infantry en- 
tered Missouri under the command 
of Major General Sterling Price on 
Sept. 19, 1864. I was assigned to 
duty as its chief engineer, a most un- 
welcome service to me, as the war in 
that section had degenerated into a 
fierce vendetta, and for three years 
bands of armed marauders march- 
ing under the flag of the confederacy 
had committed atrocities which 
stamped the state as the sink of 
American civilization. 

The prime action of that expedi- 
tionary force was to subvert the loyal 
stategovernment and establish in its 
stead an administration friendly to 
the Confederate states. To that end 
we were accompanied by Governor 
Thomas C. Reynolds, who claimed to 
be its chief magistrate by virtue of 
an election held among our Missouri 
troops in 1862, and he was a candi- 
date for re-election in the canvass 
then in progress. So faras the actual 
exercise of any gubernatorial func- 
tion was concerned, he resembled 
that shadow of a coachman in the 
domain of Pluto who perpetually 

laces the shadow of a harness in 

hi shadows of stately steeds and 
dusts the shadow of a royal coach 
with the shadow of a brush. 

On Sept. 26, soon after sunrise, I 
rode with the advance brigade, and 
as it halted on a lofty ridge I looked 
down upon the valley of Arcadia, 
studded with its adjacent towns of 
Areadia, Ironton and Pilot Knob, 
their church spires glittering in the 
early morning light. But of far more 
interest to us than the picturesque 
landscape was the long line of blue, 
tipped with steel, on the crests of 
the hills that commanded the narrow 
entrance to the valley known as Shut 
In gap. We learned from citizens 
that the force that stood ready to 
contest our adyance consisted of Mis- 
souri troops and five companies of 
the Fourteenth Iowa infantry, num- 
bering about 500 men, under the 
command of Major James Wilson of 
the Third Missouri cavalry. 

He handled his command with 
skill and courage and exacted a 
bloody toll for each step of our ad 
vance, We, however, gradually 
forced him back through the gap and 
held it at nightfall. On the next 
morning we drove the same force | 
through Pilot Knob pass and com. 
pelled it to seek shelter in a large 
earthwork called Fort Davidson. 

In resisting our advance through 
the pass Major Wilson was captured, 
with six of his men, and they were 
all barbarously murdered a few 
hours later by soldiers of Marma 
fuke’s division, led by one of their 
tield officars, 

Fort Davidson was astrong hexag 
mil redoubt located on the swell 
ing of a wide plateau and distant 
some 500 yards from the mountain 
slopes on the south and east, It had 
a command of nine feet above the 
plateau and was surrounded by a dry 
ilitch 10 feet in width and 7 feet in 
llepth for 150 yards or more from its 
horth and south faces respectively. 
Its armament consisted of four 82 
pounder siege guns, three 24 pounder 
howitzers, three 12 inch Coehorn 
mortars and four 6 pound fleld 
pieces, all mounted on barbette— 
that is, nob under bombproof shel- 
ers, I saw that it was largely over 
garrisoned, being occupied by 1,000 
yw 1,200 men and some 20 horses, al- 
though designed for a garrison of 800 
yr YOO only. 

It was commanded by Brigadier 
General Thomas Ewing, Jr., of Ohio, 
who was every inch a gentleman and 
a soldier, General Price sent in a 
white flag and demanded the unegn-

ditional surrender of the fort and 
garrison 

General Ewing's answer was: ‘I 
decline to accede to your demand. 
The duty of the garrison of this fort 
is not tosurrender, but to defend it.” 

General Price decided to take it by 
assault. The assaulting columns, ag- 
gregating 3,600 rank and file, ad- 
vanced to the attack at 2 p. m. and 
were mot with as deadly a fire as 
soldiers ever faced. They rolled the 
wave of battle onward and then were 
swiftly borne buck, shattered and 
bleeding, uponits crimson crest. In 
15 minutes we lost 1,064 officers and 
men killed and wounded. The at- 
tacking force, on arriving within 60 
yards of the fort, caught sight of the 
ditch, and believing it impassable, al- 
though it could readily have been 
crossed, retired in disorder. 

General Price, strange to say, re- 
solved that the assault should be re- 
newed and designated 6 o'clock the 
next morning as the hour. He wise- 
ly, however, ordered that the artil- 
lery should co-operate in the attack 
and continue its flre until the assault- 
ing columns reached the ditch. For 
that purpose eight guns were plant- 
ed on Shepherd's mountain 

It was ordered to prepare 160 scal- 
ing ladders. I was engaged with the 
engineer troops in the execution of 
that order near the Ironton cemetery 
at about 8 o'clock at night, when a 
carriage draven by a pair of fine 
horses was driven up to withina few 
yards of where Istood. A staff ofil- 
cer whom I shall designate as Cap- 
tain X., standing in a group of four 
other officers, who were looking on 
at the work, advanced and handed 
two ladies out of the carriage. It ap 
peared from their mutual greetings 
that they had met that morning at 
the Arcadia seminary, 

Woe were all duly presented to the 
new arrivals, the name of the elder 
being givenas Mrs. R. and that of 
the younger as Miss H., ayoung lady 
of perhaps 18. They were accompa 
nied by their brother, a handsome 
youth of 15 or 16, on horseback 
Mrs. R. was apparently 23 or 24 years 
of age. I thought her one of the 
most beautiful women I had ever 
seen. After conversing with us for 
15 or 20 minutes she stated that she 
was returning to her plantation, situ- 
ated in Arcadia valley about two 
miles beygnd Pilot Knob, from a 
visit to her youngest sister, who was 
a pupil at the seminary, and that 
fearing that she might be inet 
back by our sentinels on the road, 
she proposed calling upon General 
Price und soliciting a pass. 

She was informed that General 
Price’s headquarters were over a 
mile away from her road and would 
be difficult to reach with a carriage, 
and Captain X. volunteered to escort 
her through our lines. 

The offer was graciously accepted, 
and she requested her brother to 
place her saddle on the horse. I then 
noticed that she worea riding habit, 
which, being of dark cloth and looped 
up at the skirt, appeared to be a 
walking dress, All the officers busied 
themselves equipping the horse, and 
when they had done she vaulted into 
her seat with the aid of a camp stool, 
bade us goodby with a smile that 
made each of her servitors feel that 
it was intended for himself alone 
and rode off with her escort, the car 
riage following closely. 

Iam enabled to state with exact- 
ness what transpired during their 
eventful ride, for I learned it from 
the lips of Mrs, R. and from the jour 
nal of Captain X. On arriving at 
Pilot Knob, Mrs. R. wrote a brief 
note in pencil by the light of the still 
burning ruins of buildings that had 
been fired by our troops, and hand 
ing it to her black footman told him 
to get a horse at a certain house 
near by and ride at a gallop to the 
plantation and deliver the note to her 
overseer, 

She then rode away about 70 yards 
from the spot where the carriage 
was halted, and turning to her escort 
she said: ‘You werea true hero yes 
terday when you rescued those 
young ladies at the seminary from 
those ruffian soldiers, and I will not 
deceive you. I am for the Union 
and the flag of our fathers. My hus

Captain X. answered: ‘'What do 
Name it, and I 
will do it if consistent with my duty 
as a soldier."’ 

“Well, then,’’ she replied, ‘‘con- 
Buct me to the quarters of Colonel Y, 
I met him at the seminary last even. | 
ing while I was engaged in attend- 
ing upon his brother and other 
wounded officers of his command. 
Pledge me your honor also that you 
will not reveal before 8 o'clock to- 
morrow morning whatever may oc- 
sur as the result of my interview 
with him. Respect my confidence, 
and you can rely upon my grati- 
tude."’ 

Although mystified as to her de- 
sign, he gave the required pledge, 
and within ten minutes they were in 
the presence of Colonel Y., who was 
occupying the ground floor of a small) 
house situated in the midst of his 
brigade encampment, about 806 
yards from the fort. He gave the 
ladies a cordial welcome and stated 
that their coming was a perfect sur- 
prise to him, as he was not looking 
toward the skies when they alighted. 

Mrs. R. replied that she could read. 
ily disabuse his mind of the idea 

hat they were of celestial origin by 

assuring him that she had come t 
invite him and his brigade to par 
take of a good supper that she had 
provided for them at her plaitation, 
which was only a little more than a 
mile away from the camp. She added 
that among other supplies five fat 
beeves had been killed for the occa 
sion, and that there was an abun. 
dance of forage. 

Colonel Y. had often been termed 
in the oflicial reports of his division 
commander ‘the high toned and 
chivalric, ’' and he deserved the title. 
He was a handsome bachelor of 40, 
and, unlike the wise Ulysses when 
passing the isle of Sirens, he did not 
stop up his ears that he might not 
hear their alluring song. On thi 
contrary, he kept them wide open, 
and his eyes, too, and accepted thi 
invitation. He would not conscious 
ly haye violated his duty as an offi 
cer, but he thought that the garrison 
would be sufficiently observed by 
other commands during his brief ab 
sence of an hour or two. His men 
and horses, too, were hungry, as his 
commissary and quartermaster had 
been derelict about supplying rations 
and forage. He ordered that the as 
sembly should not be sounded by th« 
buglers, as he said it might distur} 
the sleep of the garrison, but that 
the sergeants should arouse the men 
Nearly all of the troopers, however, 
were awake, asit was then but 10:80, 
and at the word ‘‘supper’' there was 
mounting in hot haste. Within onc 
hour the whole of the gallant bri 
gade was marching supperward, 
leaving behind it an opening in the 
line of investment of not less than 
500 yards in width, 

At midnight I looked down upon 
the fort from Sheridan's mountain 
and saw that there was but a soli 
tary light burning on it and that its 
flag was still flying, although, accord 
ing to military usage, it should have 
been lowered at sunset, for the situ 
ation of the garrison seemed as hope 
less ns it could well be. 

General Ewing certainly had no 
hope of relief unless he expected it 
to come from a host marshaled in 
the bright fields beyond the stars. 
The nearest Federal division was 
that of General A. J. Smith, en- 
camped near St. Louis, 80 miles 
away, and our detachments had torn 
up the rails and blown up the bridges 
on all lines of railroad leading in that 
direction. 

At about 3 o'clock in the morning, 
while resting on ‘‘ the flinty and steel 
couch of war,’’ we were aroused by 
an explosion that fairly shook the 
rock ribbed hills. An officer of the 
quarter guard reported to General 
Price that the magazine of the fort 
had been blown up, while another 
stated that the explosion had oc 
curred just beyond the fort, on its 
west side. It was thought quit« 
probable that several caissons had 
accidentally exploded in the works. 

A little more than an hour later 
the day dawned, and looking down 
from the mountain sides we saw that 
the fort was silent and deserted. In 
stead of a garrison line atour mercy, 
we saw a great pit within its ram 
parts, and its guns, hurled from 
their shattered carriages, lying upon 
heaps of debris. We also saw that 
our cordon of troops, with its double 
chain of sentinels, still stood un 
broken around it. 

Goneral Price was face to face with 
a mystery that was never officially 
solved, and, like Othello when 
wrought up, was ‘perplexed in thi 
extreme,’’ I am able now to give 
for the first time the exact course of 
events after Colonel Y, started for 
the KR. mansion with his hospital 
hostess riding by his side at tiie hid 
of the brigade. 

It had hardly left the encampment 
before Mrs. R.'s brother reached the 
officers Commanding the Federal 
picket on the north sido of the fort 
and informed him that the road was 
clear and would remain so for two 
hours or more, ‘The information was 
soon yerifled by General Ewing's 
scouts, and shortly befors 2 o'clock 
the garrison marched out, the infan 
try passing through the sally port 
and tho rifle pit in the north face

The brigade of Colonel Y., having 
fed sumptuously, was within two 


miles of its encampment on the .re- 


turn march when the magazine shot 
its red eruption high into the air and 
kindled up the tree tops with its 
flaming light. The explosion sound- 


ed to the delinquent officer like ‘the 
crack of doom,’’ for he divined its 


meaning. He returned at a rapid 
trot, but it was near 4 o'clock when 
the brigade resumed its former posi- 
tion. 

The delay incident to the issue of 


rations and other causes prevented 
our starting in pursuit of the enemy 


tod 


o'clock. General Ewing, 
with admirable military sagacity, 
avoided the open country that was 
favorable to the operations of our 
cavalry and sought the strength of 
the hills. Selecting the safest line 
of retreat, he kept to the high ridges 
and broken ground. Our adyance 
overtook his rear soon after sunrise 
the next morning and at once attack. 
ed flercely, but were driven back by 
well directed volley firing of his 
steady and undaunted infantry and 
the grape and canister of his admi 
rably served artillery. He wisely 
adopted the Parthian system, his 
troops firing as they fell back, for 
had they halted to give battle they 
would have been overwhelmed by 
Shelby’s entire division that was 
pressing forward to attack. 

Shelby abandoned the pursuit aft 
er 36 hours, concluding from his rap 
idly increasing list of killed and 
wounded that the highly combativ« 
Federals were costing him more than 
they were worth. The retreating 
garrison soon rested under the guns 
of St. Louis, with all the glory won 
in the valley of Arcadia beaming 
only on their colors. Ican state posi- 
tively that but for General Ewing's 
splendid defense at Shut In gap and 
Pilot Knob we would certainly havi 
taken Jefferson City, the capital of 
the state, with its vast military 
stores, 

It prevented us from appearing in 
front of that place until Oct. 7, two 
days after its previously weak garri- 
son had been too strongly re-enforced 
for us to make an attack. Without 
that untimely delay we would have 
carried its too weakly manned in 
trenchments of the 4th of October 
and would have imperiled the safety 
of St. Louis itself. 

Mrs. R. still wears her widow's 
weeds in the valley of Arcadia, and 
time has little dimmed the radiant 
beauty that proved more potent than 
“an army with banners’’ in opening 
the way of deliverance to a thousand 
brave soldiers of the Union in the 
hour of their most bitter need,—

Platform of Anti-Double-Taxa- 
tion League Elucidated. 


STRONG MEN HAVE TAKEN HOLD 


It Differs Materially From the Single Tax 


fdea—The Future Prosperity of the 


Commonwealth at Stake — Borrowers 


Will Be Relieved of Heavy Burdens. 


The Massachusetts Anti-Double-Taxa- 
tion League is by no means a secret order. 
it has given to the public through the 
press its platform and its list of officers, 
and it has secured for these the widest clr- 
culation. The name of the league tells 
the difference between its contention and 
that of the single tax men. The league 
does not advocate that personal property 
shall not be taxed, but only that pecu- 
liarly intangible evidences of property. 
now by law twice taxed, shall be relleyved 
from the second tax in Massachusetts, and 
two men shall not be taxed for the same 
property. 

The platform begins: 

“Double taxation ts essentially unjust 
and injurious to the best interests of the 
commonwealth,” 

Double taxation Is wrong. Thero is no 
possible argument that can make it right 
for the state to compel one man to pay 
twice upon property similar to that on 
which another man is compelled to pay 
but once; or to compel two citizens to pay 
taxes upon the same property. Whatever 
is wrong in the system of laws is of itself 
injurious to the best interests of the com- 
monwealth; and this particular injustice 
which tends to discourage the residence 
here of capitalists is especially harmful. 

The platform goes on: “The object of 
the league is the abolition of double taxa- 
tion,—" This language fs not in the least 
uncertain or ambiguous. The league 
means to do away with a wrong and 

Harmful Feature of the Laws, 
The sentence partly quoted is continued 
thus: —‘“whether this (double) taxation 
falls upon property protected elsewhere 
and already taxed,—" 

This phrase clearly refers to the taxation 
of shares of foreign corporations. Such 
shares are only the paper representatives 
of property that somewhere exists, and is 
there protected and taxed. Tho law 
which requires the owner of shares to pay 
@ taxon them, although the property it- 
self has already paid taxes, is similar to 
the law which formerly required the 
owner of 8 mortgage to pay another tax 
although the real estate which the mort- 
gge represented in part had already been 
fully taxed. ‘This old law was amended 
in 1882 so that now real estate pays but 
one tax, and the enormous advance in 
value of real estate and the great reduc- 
tion in Interest rates on mortgages is the 
direct result of this act of 1882. Tha 
league would extend the healthy change 
to personal property as well. 

The second plank in the platform de- 
clares that the league would abolish 
double taxation when it falls —‘upon both 
borrower and lender in respect of the same 
property.” 

Every merchant or manufacturer has 
felt the injustice of the law which compels 
him to pay full taxes upon his stock in 
trade without permitting him to deduct 
from its valuation the amount he owes 
upon it, It is practically impossible in 
these modern days of active competition 
for a merchant to do a successful business 
and sell goods cheap enough to satisfy the 
public demands entirely on his own cap!l- 
tal. He must buy, to some extent, on 
credit, and for this credit he must pay in- 
terest. As tho lender is taxed for his 
money ut interest, the borrower should be 
permitted to deduct the money he owes 
from the value of his stock; or it would 
come to the same thing if the lender were 
exempt, the borrower would secure the 
advantage in a lower rate of interest. As 
it now is, the merchant borrower pays 
full taxes on his goods, and pays interest 
on his borrowed capital at a rate based 
upon the idea that the lender must also 
pay. As a matter of fact, the lender 
seldom does pay, as he avoids the tax 
gatherer precisely as the mortgagee under 
the old law used to avoid him. 

The Third Plank Declares 

that the league urges such a change in tho 
law as will Prevent the taxation of —“in- 
come deriyed from property already 
taxed.”’ The law now says distinctly that 
‘no income shall be taxed which is de- 
rived from property already taxed,’’ but 
under a twisted construction of this per- 
emptory language certain incomes so de- 
rived continue to be taxed. ‘The league 
would make the plain intent of this statute 
60 much plainer that there would be no 
chance of misconstruction, 

The fourth plank advocates the exemp- 
tion of municipal obligations, It is com- 
mon knowledge that interest on city and 
town loans must be paid by the taxpayers 
of the debtor cities and towns, If it were 
possible to compel every holder of muntel- 
pal bonds to contribute in the shape of 
taxes & part of the interest to which he ts 
entitled, it would make no difference 
whether the bonds were taxable or ex- 
empt, but in fact a great part of every mu- 
nicipal loan 1s sold to non-residents. Our 
own taxpayers are prevented from buying 
these securities, because whatever the rate 
of interest promised, nearly one-third of it 
must be reckoned as Hable to be demanded 
back for taxes; and s0 it happens that ey 
ery city or town in the commonwealth ac 
tually pays higher rates (which in- 
crease the tax bills) than it would 
pay if the bonds or notes were legally 
free of taxes, 

The platform closes with a form of 
mutual association for promoting the 
main objects of the league, and with great 
significance doeclaros the purpose to be 
also “strenuously to oppose any of those 
changes ta the laws now advocated which 
would tend to aggravate 

The Evils of Double Taxation.” 

Among the changes that the league op 
joeee is conspicuous the proposition urged 
n the logisiiture of 1804 to repeal the 
law of 1882 whereby mortgaged real cs- 
tate ls now taxed the same as though it 
was not mortgaged. Among the inillion 
or more depositors in savings banks, or 
pmong the fifty thousand shareholders of 
to-operative banks, or among the quarter 
milllon borrowers on mortgage of real 
estate, there is not one who would yolun- 
tarily return to the old system, Neyer 
tholess, w certain party of tmpracticables 
profess to believe that this law should be 
repealed, (If the league doey no better 


work than to provent this It will have 
justified ite existence.) 

Another moasure opposed by the longue 
ia the proposition to compel those few 
foreign corporations which still retain a 
place of buainoss in Massachusetts to an- 
nually discloso a list of thoir share 


holders. Still mother is the proposal to 
compel every person resident within 
the state to deelare under onth under 


penalty of possible imprisonment every 
item of his holdings in these com 
panies so unjustly taxed, It is a sim 
ple business truth that if tho first sugges 
tion could be carried ont before next 
May there would be no foreign corpora. 
tions “having a usual place of business” 
in Massachusetts, All the great western 
railroads, the mining companios and the 
manufacturing companies, with all their 
multitudes of clerks, would depart in- 
atantly rather than to be used as spies 
and informers upon their own stockhold- 
ers. 

As rogards the other {t is certain that 
{f enforced it would deprive the state of 
many of her most valuable citizens, It 
would be a revival of the inquisition 
Exactly as the undue enforcement of the 
doomage law drove out of Bosten the 
multitude of citizons who have created 
Manchester, Beverly, Nahant, Cohasset 
and dozens of other beautiful towns that 
inijght be named, so would the turning 


of the thumbscrows make New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, Connecticut and 


New York more desirable than Massachu- 
Betts. 

Kvery patriotic citizen should rejoice 
that so many strong men have taken hold 
of this vital question, and should hasten 
to join the league.

The speaker was Mate Bob Ailing 
who has followed the sea as boy and 
man for nearly 50 years, Surrounded by 
a group of interested listeners in th: 
public room of the Sailors’ Happy home 
in South street, Mate Bob, as all the} 
sailors call him, was telling stories of 
strange sights that he has witnessed at 
sea. Alling is now mate of a coast wise 
fishing schooner, but in the old days he 
sailed in some of the largest trading ship 
and the strongest whalers that 
sailed out of an American port flying 
the stars and stripes. 

‘As I said, boys,’’ the old man went 
on, ‘‘it’s the ships that never went out 
from any port that a sailor never forgets 
when he sees one of them. Wo may re- 
momber the ships that went ont and 
never came back for a time if we had a 
shipmate aboard, but we can forget. 
But there’s no forgetting a ghost of the 
sea, 

“Tt was back in the early fifties that 
I saw iny first sea ghost, and today | 
can shut my eyes and seo it justas plain 
as I could see it then. I was a sailor on 
a fishing schooner, and we were catch 
ing cod off the coast of Newfoundland. 
Woe had been out ten days and were al 
most ready to start for home with a full 
cargo when a nasty off shore breeze 
camo on late one evening. We stood out 
to sea, for there was a heavy fog along 
with the wind. It was o stiff and steady 
blow, so we rode the waves under bare 
poles during the night, waiting for day- 
light and the fog to lift before shaping 
our course for home.

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DECLINED THE NOMINATION. 

When Capt. BE. F. Wyer declined to 
xecept the nomination for Mayor which 
the Republican convention tendered 
him lust Friday night by «a handsome 
majority his friends were not so much 
surprised as disappointed. But how- 
ever deeply they might regret his 
course there were no reasonable 
grounds for adverse criticism. 

When a week before the convention 
Capt. Wyer was unanimously recom- 
mended at a conference of leading Re- 
publicans for candidate for Mayor he 
agreed on the express condition and 
distioct understanding that if the nomi- 
nation should be offered him with a 
practical unanimity on the part of the 
convention, thus showing that he was 
wanted by nearly the whole party, he 
would accept it; but if such a showing 
should not be made, and his majority 
should tall below what he might deem 
the safety point for him and his sup- 
porters, then he would decline the 
nomination. He did not want the 
position ; indeed he was strongly averse 
to taking it under any circumstances ; 
but if the interests of municipal reform 
would be served thereby he was willing 
to make sacrifices, and under the con- 
ditions named would take the office of 
standard-bearer in the campaign. 

He received three-fifths of the vote 
of the convention. ‘This he honestly 
believed was not sufficient to justify 
him in accepting the nomination, and 
in a brief, straight-forward speech, 
embodying all the facts in the case, he 
declined the honor, THis reasoning was 
sound and conclusions logical. Per- 
sonal feelings cut no figure in the 
decision ; the only question with him 
was: ‘*Can the Republicans win a vic- 
tory at the city election with my name 
at the head of the ticket? I think not, 
therefore, for the good of the party, I 
withdraw.” Leading Republicans be- 
lieved his reasoning faulty and that he 
could be elected; but the figures he 
made did not justify such a conclusion, 
and Mr. Allen became the nominee.

Why the Democrats should have pre- 
ferred Thomas D. Hevey to Mrs. Adams 
for member of the School Committee 
can be accounted for only on the theory 
that they are incapable of appreciating 
true merit.

Organ Concert, 

Among the selections Miss Baneroft 
will play at her organ concert, Tuesday 
evening, the 27th, is the celebrated 
composition by the great French organ- 
ist, Guilmant, entitled ‘*The Lamenta- 
tion.” It was written in memory of 
Guilmant’s friend, Abbe Henri Gras, 
who was killed on the battlefield during 
the bombardment of Paris in 1870, 

The following short description will 
give the audience a better understanding 
of the work ; It opens witha stern, rigid 
theme of the funeral march style, de- 
picting the relentlessness of fate. ‘The 
second theme is more descriptive of 
pathos, being a sad, tender, pathetic 
melody. ‘This is interrupted at times 
by the funeral mareh, growing at each 
return more and more agitated, until 
despair, grief and fate end in one tu- 
multuous climax.

Interesting History, 

David E. Tenney, who was recently 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment in 
New Jersey, and who has spent much more 
than half of his life in prison was once a 
resident of Woburn, He lived ina portion 
of the Bulfinch house, Pleasant street,a few 
years before the war, 

Old citizens will remember him. His 
first offence in Woburn, so far as the 
authorities knew, was the stealing of a sofa 
or lounge from the old wooden railroad 
depot on Main street. It was missed within 
an hour of its being taken, but could not be 
traced to anyone, 

A member of ‘Tenney'’s household 
sickened and died, and when the undertaker 
came, being himself an upholsterer and 
knowing the sofa well, aud also knowing 
that it liad been stolen, identified it at 
‘Tenney's house. ‘Tenney wae arrested and 
his house searched, and a great quantity 
of stolen property found, He was sent to 
the House of Correction for several months; 
and soon after being released stole in a 
wholesale way of horses, carriages and 
harnesses at Concord, He did time for it, 
and then disappeared frow these parts

The 
Christian home in Syria is prettier, the 
Christian woman has more privileges 
and enjoys a higher education. ‘The in- 
tellectual life of the Moslem woman is 
extremely limited, a knowledge of the 
Koran being the only education con- 
sidered necessary or allowed. She is 
simply a grown-up baby and is a slave 
to all manner of superstition, 

The wealthy Moslem lady of today 
passes her time leisurely reclining upon 
a divan, gossiping and smoking her pipe. 
She affects French dress and ways of 
living. She, herself, is not allowed to 
sing or play, but singers and players of 
questionable character have the freedom 
of the harem, 

Madame Korany is deeply impressed 
with the deplorable condition of her 
sisters, and is anxious to assist in re- 
lieving them of the yoke of tyranny. 
Religion, custom and opposition from 
the government prevent much progress 
in her good work, and she will not at 
present return to Syria, 

To show the discouraging nature of 
the work, she told a story of a Syrian 
editor who not being allowed to publish 
his ideas upon progress went to Egypt. 
From that country he sent back printed 
matter to Syria, but the government 
took the strictest measures to suppress 
the papers.

Electric Current In the Quilt, 

A new invention, called by its invent- 
or the thermogen, consists of a quilt 
containing a coil of wire bent in the 
fashion of a gridiron, inclosed in ingu- 
lating and nonconducting material, and 
bnbedded in cotton, woo! or other soft 
substance with a silk or woolen cover 
ing. 

The resistance offered by the coil to 
the flow of an electric current through 
the wire produces heat in the same way 
that heat and eventually light are pro- 
duced in the filament of the glow lamp. 

A uniform temperature of about 150 
degrees F, is thus maintained, but in 
the event of the temperature rising be- 
yond that point from increase of pres 
sure in the electric mains a fuse in 
stantly melts and autowatically shuts 
off the current, The quilt may be read- 
ly attached to ordinary incandescent 
lamp terminals, —London Lancet.

THE SETTER DOG. 


Its Sconting Power In So Fine as to Bea 
Source of Wonder. 

Tho scenting power of a well bred, 
well trained setter is a thing wholly 
beyond human conception, and the mar- 
volous exhibitions they yive of this 
power can scarcely be credited. Indeed 
it would not be wise to seriously dis- 
cuss the quality of a dog’s nose were it 
not possible to verify the stories that 
might be told of this wonderful power. 
Who would believe that a dog going at 
a goud gallop, with a dead bird in its 
mouth, could scent alive bird on the 
ground several yards to one side of his 
course? And yet there are few sports- 
men who have not seen a dog point a 
live bird with a dead bird in his mouth. 
It would seem as if the scent of the bird 
so near his nose would prevent the dog 
from scenting another bird of the same 
variety lying close in the grass several 
yards from him, A man with a bunch 
of roses in his face would not pretend 
he could smell a bunch of similar flow- 
ers a foot away. If he did, noone would 
believe him. 

Yet there is no doubt about the set- 
ter being able to smell and point live 
birds on the ground while he holds a 
dead bird in his mouth. He goes fur- 
ther than this. He points a dead bird 
on the ground with a dead bird in his 
mouth, and he knows the instant he 
feels the scent that it is a dead bird. 
This fact he expresses in his manner of 
pointing, and if it is a wounded bird he 
knows that, too, and indicates the fact. 
Most dogs are taught to point stanchly 
a live bird and not to point a dead bird. 
The dog will go at full speed right up 
to his dead bird and never pause a mo- 
ment. If there is a live bird near, he 
will point that stanchly, and the 
promptness and certainty of his deci- 
sions show that the instant he catches a 
scent he knows whether the bird is alive 
or dead. Ho makes a distinction, too, 
between a dead bird, a live bird and a 
wounded bird, He points the wounded 
bird differently from what he does the 
live bird and usually springs in and 
catchesit. What there is about a wound- 
ed bird’s scent that he can recognize 
instantly is a puzzle to every one who 
has thought much of the question.— 
Chicago Tribune.

It is tradition that the smallest coin 
fn circulation in the mining camps of 
the west a few years ago was the dime, 
and it was held to be such an insignifi- 
rant coin that a miner who was given 
n dime in change felt insulted. 

In the Mississippi valley the smallest 
coin in general use was the 6 cent 
piece, The price of the cheapest trifle 
sold in the shops was 6 cents. Western 
citizens who came to New York state 
were amazed to see eastern people go 
into the shops and buy a cent’s worth 
of yeast. They were also surprised to 
learn that a great number and groat 
variety of things might be bought for a 
cont. They found the old fashioned 
cart wheel American penny to be a nim- 
blo and active coin east of the Allegha- 
nies. 

Probably theco are few people living 
except coin collectors who have ever 
seen a half cent. In the early days of 
the republic there Was such a coin, and 
80 years nyo thrifty Yankees used to go 
to the shop and buy a half cent’s worth 
of candy for tho children, or a half 
cent’s worth of tea, or a half cent's 
worth of tobacco, 

Of course almost everything was 
much cheaper than it is in these days, 
and half a cent would buy about as 
much as 2 cents will purchase now, The 
purchasing power of money at the time 
of the American revolution is said to 
have been four and one-sixth times as 
great ns it is at present. If tho rate of 
pay in tho army kept pace with tho de- 
cline in the purchasing power of mon- 
ey, tho soldier who got $18 a month for 
carrying a musket during the war of 
century ago ought now to receive $52 1 
month. 

Hard times have taken the American 
penny by tho hand and traveled with it 
across the continent. It entered the 
western towns as a shy stranger, but is 
now much at home in them. Indeed it 
is moro in evidenco than the round and 
dignified silver dollar, while that for- 
merly exclusive aristocrat, the $1,000 
bill, is hardly ever seen. 

It has lately been proposed to revive 
tho half penny and make it a member 
of tho lively family of Amorican coins. 

Some peoplo oppose the introduction 
of tho half penny on the ground that it 
will mako the penny feel too proud. 
soon as tho half cent makes its appear- 
ance the penny will go strutting about 
with insufferable pride and vanity and 
will entertain a patronizing air for the 
half cent. 

All tho street musicians and all the 
professional beggars are strongly op 
posed to the introduction of tho half 
penny. They ure going to petition con- 
gress not tocoin it. They feel that it 
will bea great injury to their profession, 

Where it now takes a cent to get a 
hand organ to move on it would take 
only a half cent in the future, and a 
tale of woe that will now draw a penny 
from the coffers of a Russell Sage will 
ere long be rewarded with only a halt 
cent, The hand organ men and others 
who follow beggary as a chosen profes- 
sion say that the new coin will reduce 
their receipts 560 per cent. 

“Tf they coin the half cent, begging 
will no longer be one of the learned pro- 
fessions,’’ said a tattered but indignant 
man who solicits alms. 

The street musicians say that the 
half cent will reduce the hand organ 
men to beggary. The beggars say that 
it will compel them either to work or 
starve, 

The ministers and plate bearers are 
logically and intelligently opposed to it 
because it will diminish the church col- 
lections, People who have been accus- 
tomed to put a penny on the plate for 
carrying on the missionary movement 
will give only half acent. Half the 
missionaries in India and China must 
come home, 

The business of the little confection- 
eries will fall off. Where the owner in 
happier days sold a cent’s worth of pea- 
nuts or # cent’s worth of candy, he will 
soll only half a cent’s worth. And then 
the children will want a little chromo 
with the half cent purchase. The re- 
ceipts of the confectioneries will be 
likely to fall off 80 per cent, for, though 
they will have more customers with 
the new half cent trade, their aggregate 
sales will bo smaller, 

Saloons which now sell one drink for 
15 cents and two for a quarter will sel] 
drinks at cents apiece, Fifteen 
cent cigars will be sold for 1249 cents 
each, 

The half cent will destroy the deci- 
mal system in prices. Egys, oranges, 
dry goods, bridge tickets, now sold ac- 
cording to the decimal system of prices, 
will be sold hereafter according to the 
fractional system brought in by the om- 
nipotent half penny. 

The penny in the slot machines must 
gO. 

It will be a farreaching financial re- 
form.—New York Journal.

A SEA MYSTERY. 

In the year 1860 I sailed in the ship 
Sultan, a vessel of 780 tons burden, 
from the port of Liverpool, bound round 
the Horn to Valparaiso with a valuable 
general cargo. The captain was a man 
named Jonas Jortin. I, who went in 
her as chief mate, am named William 
Fletcher. 

We carried no second officer. Often 
it happened in those days that even big 
ships sailed with what is termed an 
“only mate,’’ who was supposed to 
comprise in himself all that was to be 
expected in the shape of duty and 
knowledge from a first and second ofli- 
cer. 

As I, however, held no certificate as 
“only mate,’’ I signed as chief, and 
the boatswain, a man named Benjamin 
Matthews, took the working part of 
second mate under me—that is, he re- 
lieved me when my watch was up, 
walked the decks and trimmed sail at 
his discretion. But he took no part in 
the navigation of theship. Indeed I 
doubt if he knew what a sextant was, 
and I am not sure that he could read or 
write. 

Captain Jortin was a tall, lean, long 
faced man, with so remarkablea fall of 
chin that his mouth seemed to be placed 
almost exactly in the middle of his 
face. His skin was yellow. He had fol- 
lowed the sea for many years, but the 
flesh of his cheeks reflected nothing of 
the glow and bronze of sun and weather, 

His eyes were of a dead black, like 
an East Indian's, without animation in 
their glanco and slow intheir motions. 

Ihad been struck by the figure he 
made when I first boarded the ship in 
the docks. Nothing could less corre- 
spond with the traditional notions of 
the old salt, with purple nose and bow 
legs, eyes deep sunk by peering to 
windward and a stormy voice broken 
by years of drink and bawling, than 
this master of the ship Sultan, button- 
ed up as he was in a coat of a clerical 
cut, his black hair smeared smooth, as 
though his head was painted, limp, stick 
up collars and long, square toed Wel- 
lington boots. 

All went well with us till we had 
gone clear of the northeast trade wind 
and struck the ‘thumbugging’’ paral- 
lels, as they are called, where you get 
sheet calms with a wide ocean white as 
a level icefiald, then faint drafts crawl- 
ing up in the direct line of the ship’s 
course, painting the burnished surface 
with darkling shadows like huge marine 
spiders creeping down from the edge of 
the horizon. I think our latitude was 
between 8 and 10 degrees north when 
what I am going to tell you about hap- 
pened. 

It was the second dug watch, the 
hour about half past 6. The ship's yards 
were braced well forward, and she was 
rippling along to the pressure of a three 
knot breathing of air, coming hot as 
steam from out of the glowing pavilions 
of the west. 

It was sickeninglyclose, with the men- 
ace of an electric storm in a delicate 
winking of violet dumb lightning away 
down in the southeast, where the shad- 
ow of the night was gathering, with a 
large star already trembling low down 
over the seu right abeam. 

A fiddle was going upon the forecas- 
tle head. A sailor was chanting a ditty 
to the tune. Most of the ship's company 
were listening, lounging about the oat- 
head and against the rail, pipes in 
mouth, Their open shirts disclosed their 
mossy breasts, their legs were bare to 
the knee for the comfort of the cool- 
ness, and their bedewed faces reflected 
the angry red in the west as though 
every man had oiled himself. 

The captain was walking aft alone, 
measuring a space of the deck from 
abreast of the wheel and something for- 
ward of the mizzen rigging, His gait 
was that of a man ina funeral proces- 
sion—stiff, solemn, se! conscious. 

He had not been on deck above half 
an hour, and in that time had not once 
addressed me, Not indeed that there 
was anything strange in this. Mates 
and captains seldom converse at sea, 

The master lives a life apart, and 
this spirit of isolation possesses the 
mates, insomuch that I have mot offi 
cers Who declared to me that throughout 
# round voyage running into a couple of 
years they soarcely exchanged mor 
than routine sentences and messages of 
duty with tho shipmates aft from the 
first hour of their getting their anchor 
to the final hour of their letting it go. 

But even had Captain Jortin been so 
clably disposed ho was not a sort of man 
I could haye got on with, No one with 
the weight of a grievous sin upon his 
soul could be more melancholy and aus- 
tere, more abrupt aud reserved,

I was astonished by his cool reception 
of a piece of news that, whether the 
steward was mistaken or not, must be 
charged with significance even in the 
lightest, most careless whisper of it. 

I straightway descended the compan- 
ion steps, and the steward followed me 
by way of the cuddy front. We entered 
the steerage, a part of the hold under 
the saloon or cabin deck. Four cabins 
were bulkheaded off on either hand. 
They were now used mainly as store- 
sooms. In their day they had been stock- 
ed with passengers, for the Sultan was 
an old ship, and 15 years earlier than 
the date of this story had not been with- 
out renown as a brisk, comfortable, 
roomy ‘‘liner,’’ with regalar sailings 
from Blackwall for Australian ports.

There was an ominous growl of won- 
der and temper among the men as they 
plied the brakes or stood near, waiting 
to relieve the pumping gang. The cap- 
tain called me and asked if I had any 
suspicion.

ground in which many a fierce engage- 
ment was fought and won, with snow- 
balls for cannon balls and ice pellets 
for shot. It is recorded that he under 
took to reform the laxity of. the college 
rules and regulations by addressing a 
letter to the junior master, indicating a 
system that would do away with the 
abuses, and that he applied these same 
rules afterward to the schools of Fon 
tainebleau, Saint Cyr and Saint Ger 
main.’' According toa recent writer, on 
one ocoasion he was directing a perform 
ance of the tragedy of Crsar’s death 
when the wifo of the college porter en 
deayored to force her way into the as- 
sembly on the strength of her position, 
but Napoleon made shart work of her. 
“Remove this woman,'' ho cried, ‘who 
brings into our midst the license of 
tho camp,'’ an order instantly obeyed 
by his colleagues, much, it may be sup 
posed, to the discomfiture of the good 
won, 

That Napoleon was at heart a great 
poet there can be no doubt, Mme, Re- 
musat relates that he was a lover of 
Ossian, was fond of the twilight and 
melancholy music. The muriiur of the 
wind enraptured him, and he would di 
late enthusiastically on the moaning of 
the sea and the wild beauty of the 
tempest. His powerful imagination 
sought to grasp the unseen. He would 
sometimes amuse himself, while passing 
the evening in Josephine’s drawing 
room, by telling or listening to ghost 
|stories while the candles were shaded 
and tho singers present executed music 
of a low, sweet, weird description to 
the accompaniment of stringed instru- 
ments. Doubtless this gift of o subtle 
imagination led Napoleon to suspect 
where it was unnecessary and look for 
a motivein every action of those sround 
him. He believed all men liars until he 
proved them otherwise. Ho used to re- 
late the story with great gusto that 
when he was a child one of his uncles 
predicted of him that he would govern 
the world, because he was an habitual 
liar, Of M. de Metternich he once said, 
“Tle approaches to being a statesman, he 
lies so well!"’ 

Napoleon's life is an unending source 
of inspiration to the painter. David, 
Vernet, Scheffer, Steube and a host of 
others of his time have bequeathed to 
us some of the great battles and inci- 
dents of his career on undying canvas. 
To each picture is attached some inter- 
esting story. During the Italian cam- 
paign Napoleon was one night survey- 
ing the battlefield of Bassano; the moon 
illumined the sad scene of carnage; no 
sound disturbed the deep silence save 
the feeble groans of the dying and the 
moans of the wounded. Suddenly a dog 
crept forward from « dead body over 
which he was keeping watch; the poor 
animal retreated to his lifeless master, 
and then again, as though reluctant ti 
abandon his efforts of reviving him, 
yot desirous of avenging his death. 

Napoleon was deeply touched by the 
faithful friendship of the animal, who 
would not forsake his master like his 
human friends. ‘‘What a lesson for 
man!’’ cried Napoleon as he gazed on 
the pathetic spectacle, So strong was 
the impression made on his mind by 
that midnight episode of the battlefield 
that after 25 years he related it when 
banished to the rock of St. Helena, 

Another instance of his real tender- 
ness for the suffering and oppressed was 
during his Egyptian campaign, A poor 
fellah had been murdered by a tribe of 
Arabs who had entered with an armed 
band into a village and driven off the 
herds. Napoleon immediately command 
ed that a conmpany of dromedaries and 
horsemen should go in pursuit of the 
guilty party. One of the sheiks, sur 
prised at the indignation of the emper- 
pr, observed that it would not be wise 
for him to embroil himself with the 
Arabs, a dangerous people, for the sake 
of u miserable fellah. ‘*Was he, then, 
thy cousin?’’ queried the sheik. ‘‘Mor« 
than that,’’ cried Napoleon, with ve- 
hemence, ‘tall those whom I command 
are my children!’’ 

Again, at tho plague of Jaffa, Napo- 
leon visited the hospital and endeavored 
lo console the poor dying soldiers, Gr 
has attempted to convey an idea of thi 
icone in his great painting of ‘Thy 
Plague of Jaffa,’’ wherein he represents 
Napoleon touching the eruption of a 
loldier afflicted with the disease, an act 
40 doubt prompted by his desire to in 
ipire courage in those not afilicted as 
well as to evince his sympathy with 
ihe sufferings of his poor soldiers. —Ex- 
thange.

They 
knew that Jolin did not indulge tn fine 
clothes nor luxurious living, but aa it ia 
written, The same John had his raiment | 
of camel's hair and a leather girdle 
about his loins, and his meat was J@custs 
and wild honey’’ (Math, iil, 4), He sought 
not earthly comforts nor self indulgence, 
but lived to make known and point out 
the Lamb of God, who taketh away the sin 
of the world, He did not seek any great 
ness for himself (John i, 20; Jer, xlv, 5) 

26. “But what went ye out for to see? 
A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet.’’ The father of 
John, filled with the Holy Spirit, after 
the birth of the child had said, ‘‘And thou, 
child, shalt be called the prophet of the 
Highest, for thou shalt go before the face 
of the Lord to prepare his ways'’ (Luke 1, 
76). A prophet was not necessarily one 
who predicted future events, but rather one 
who spoke for God, Abraham is the first 
one calicd a prophet in the Scriptures 
(Gen, xx, 7), but he uttered no predic- 
tions, yet he was God's representative, See 
Aaron, the prophet or spokesman for 
Moses (Exe fv, 15; vil, 1). 

27. ‘This is he of whom it 1s written, 
Behold, I send My messenger before Thy 
face, which shall prepare Thy way before 
Thee.’ The Spirit, through Malachi, had 
said this some 400 years before (Mal. ill, 
1), and about 800 years before Malach! the 
same Spirit had said through Isalah that a 
voice would cry in tho wilderness, *' Pre 
pare ye the way of the Lord’’ (Isa. xl, 3) 
How clear to God is the end and all the 
steps that lead to it from the very begin 
ning, and He says, ‘‘My counsel shall 
stand, and I will do all my pleasure’? (Isa. 
xlvi, 10). 


28. °'For I say unto you, Among those 
that are born of women there not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptist, 
but he that is least in the kingdom of God 
is greater than he.’’ Gabriel said of him, 
“He shall be great in the sight of the 
Lord and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink, and he shall be filled with 
the Holy Spirit even from his mother’s 
womb" (Luke i, 16), Although he was 
permitted by God to languish and die in 
prison, yet he ceased not to be great in 
the sight of the Lord. 

20. “And all the people that heard Him 
and the publicans justified God, being 
baptized with the baptism of John,"’ All 
who honor the messenger of God by be 
lieving and obeying His word thus honor 
God (Math, x, 40), but those who reject 
the message and the messenger dishonor 
God and make Him a lar because they be- 
lieve not His message (I John y, 10). 

80. ‘But the Pharisces and lawyers re 
jected the counsel of God against them 
selves, being not baptized of Him.’' In 
chapter xvi, 14, it is written that ‘they 
derided Him, and He said unto them, Ye 
are they which justify yourselves before 
mien, but God knoweth your hearts, for 
that which is highly esteemed among men 
is abomination in the sight of God.’ The 
heart is deceitful and desperately wicked, 
and none can thoroughly know it but God 
(Jer. xvil, 0, 10); therefore His word of 
truth must be against it, and to reject the 
truth of God against ourselyes proves us 
children of the devil. 

81, “And the Lord said, Whereunte 
then shall I liken the men of this genera 
tion? And to what are they like?t’’ Ha 
was ever finding analogies in nature and 
in people. He called Himself a vine, o 
door, a shepherd, the light, the way, the 
truth, the life. He compared the present 
condition of affairs, called the mystery of 
the kingdom, to a mustard tree, heaven 
ete. He said through Hosea, ‘I have mul 
tiplied visions and used similitudes by the 
ministry of the prophets’’ (Hos. xii, 10). 

82. * They are like untochildren sitting 
in the market place and calling one to an 
other and saying: We have piped unto you, 
and ye have not danced.

88. *' For John the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine, and ye 
say he hath a devil,’ The Spirit through 
Isaiah wrote that in his day He that de 
parted from evil was accounted mad (Isa 
lix, 15, margin), and through Hosea: *' The 
prophet is a fool. The spiritual man ia 
mad’ (Hos, ix, 7). Since the days of Cain 
men of God like Abel have been accounted 
beside themselves and not fit to live—{fit 
only to be cut off from the land of the liv 
ing (Jer, xi, 19) 

84. "The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking, and ye say, Behold a glut 
tonous man and a wine blbber, a friend 
of publicans and sinners,'’ Truly ‘the 
carnal mind is enmity against God, for it 
is not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be (Rom. vill, 7). Let us not 
grieve nor take it amiss if for His sake we 
are called unreasonable and uncalled for 
names, And if the things attributed to 
us are the very farthest from the possibill 
ty of our doing the fellowship with Jesus 
fs all the closer, Let us never seck to 
please people, but ever study to show our- 
selyes approved unto God, ambitious to 
be well pleasing unto Him (11 Tim. il, 15;

To the School Commattee of Woburn: In 
accordance with your instructions given ime 
atthe special meeting of November &, thy 
study of algebra and geometry lias been 
hegun inthe eighth grade of the Cammings 
Plympton, Wyman, Rumford, Cedar street 
Montvale and Johnson sehools, and the 
study of Latin inthe Cos mings and Plyip 
ton schools 

T have also made arrangements, subject 
to the approval of the Board, for instruction 
in Latin in the eighth grade of the Wyinan 
school, the number of pupils electing Latin 
in thia school being so large that they could 
Hot be accommodated at the Plympton with 
outa good deal of inconvenience. T may 
add that as all the eighth grade pupila ot 
this school have elected Latin, ite introduc 
tion will not increase the work of the 
teacher, 

The whole number of pupils who have 
elected the study of Latin 2: in the 
Commings 20, inthe VPiympton 15, in the 
Wyman 14. 

One pupil in the Cedar street sehool 
elected Latin, and las been transferred to 
the Piympton school, The other outlaying 
districts are not represented in the Latin 
classes. 

Phe whole number of pupils in algebra 
and geometry is 112, They are distributed 
as followa:s in the Cummings 41, in’ the 
Plympton 25, in the Wyman 14, in’ the 
Rumford 12, in the Cedar street 2, in the 
Montvale 11, in the Johnson 9. 

The first lesson in Latin was given on 
Thuraday of last week, and the first lesson 
in Algebra on Monday of this week. 

I would also state that the teachers of 
the eighth grade are deeply interested in 
the enlargement and enrichment of the 
grammar school curriculum, and that they 
have taken up their new work with much 
enthusiasm, 

The Evening School was opened on Mon- 
day, November 19. 

Applicants were allowed to register at 
any time during the first week of the school 
Che whole number registered at the begin- 
ning of the second week, November 26, 
was 128—males ninety-five, females twenty- 
eight. They are divided into six classes, 
ench class occupying asepurate room. The 
class in book-keeping number twenty, and 
is taught by Mr. Frank Carter. ‘The class 
in stenography and typewriting number 
twenty-eight, and is in charge of Miss Mary 
G. Kenney. Mr. Willis S. Carter has a 
class of ten pupils in drawing. Instruction 
in the elementary English branches is given 
by Miss Jennie BE. Gallagher, Miss Aileen 
C. Doyle, and Miss Catherine M. Me- 
Donough, Miss Gallagher has twenty-eight 
pupils. Most of them have atended day 
schools, advancing as far as the third, 
fourth, or fifth grade. Miss McDonough 
has twenty-seven pupils who have little or 
no knowledge of reading, writing or arith- 
metic. The members of Miss Doyle's 
class—ten in) number—are natives 
Greece, and with two or three exceptions, 
have no knowledge of the English language

We treasure 
the precious truths unfolded and = im- 
pressed upon us when we have gathered 
to commemorate Our Dying Lord, 
We remember the fitting words spoken, 
and the prayers offered, in hours of 
stricken grief, 

When all these things come to us, we 
are unwilling to contemplate an entire 
severance of sacred ties which have so 
long bound # united peaple to this be- 
loved pastor and friend. 

We, therefore, sincerely wish that the 
letter of resignation may be interpreted 
to apply only to the relingquishment of 
the active labors and respousibilities of 
the pastorate; and that such an arrange 
ment and understanding may be had as 
will bo mutually satisfactory to him and 
and to us, and will secure to us the 
privile of such service as he may tind 
it cov veniont and agreeable to render, 

We also hope that he may find it 
his happiness to remain a citizen where, 
for more than a score of years, his 
teaching and example have placed him 
among the foremost of those who are 
ready at all times to promote the pros 
perity, welfare, ind pood name, of our 
growing clby, 

Pheretore; it is moved that we agcept 
the resignation of our pastor, in #o far

INTERESTING MARRIAGE AND 
NERAL CEREMONIES. 


FU- 


Wedding Celebrations That Were Replete 


With Beautiful Features Elaborate Fu- 


neral Ceremonies Accompanied by the 


Flickering Light of Torches, 


There were very few old bachelors 
and old maids in Rome. Not only was 
marriage encouraged by the laws, but 
penalties were inflicted on those that 
remained single. The betrothal took 
place in pyblic with many ceremonies, 
at which the priests and augurs assisted, 
The marriage itself was celebrated with 
& great entertainment given at the 
bride’s home, and if she was to marry 
a soldier her hair was always divided 
with the point of a spear. She was then 
crowned with a wreath of flowers and 
wore a long veil, just as brides do in 
modern times. A contract of marriage 
was then drawn up in the presence of 
the guests, which was confirmed by the 
breaking of a straw between the wedded 
pair. 

Late in the evening the bride was led 
to her husband’s home by three boys 
whose parents were still living, and five 
torches were carried before her, also a 
distaff and spindle, as emblems of the 
habits of industry expected of her, Havy- 
ingg come to the door, she bound the 
posts with wreaths of wool that had 
been dipped in melted tallow, in order 
to keep out witchcraft. 

The same obedience to superstitious 
fears enjoined that she should by no 
means touch the threshold in entering 
her new home, so she was always lifted 
across it. After this was done the bride- 
groom presented her with the keys and 
two vessels containing fire and water, 

There was usually a grand festival 
held at this house also, and the guests 
were expected to sing odes in praise of 
the newly married couple. In Italy, as 


in most warm countries, young people | 


attain their growth so early that the 
ordinary age for marriage was from 18 
to 18 for girls and from 20 to 80 for 
men, Tho bride was allowed little or 
no choice in the matter, as her father 
arranged everything with the bride- 
groom, and if was customary for him to 
stipulate that she should retain the con- 
trol of her own property. When she 


was enrolled among the matrons, she | 


had her own private band of attendants 
and could go out in public without any 
restraint. 

A Roman funeral was also conducted 
with great pomp and ceremony. The 
dead body was bathed in perfumes, 
dressed in rich garments and laid out 
ph p couch strewn with flowers, and for 
three days slaves and hired mourners 
kept watch with every outward muani- 


festation of grief. The outer door of the | 


house was shaded with branches of cy- 
press, and priests were careful not to 
enter, as if Was thought that they would 
be polluted if they came near the dead. 

sofore the funeral procession a coin 
was always placed between the lips of 
the dead body in order to pay Charon, 
the boatman, who was to raw the de- 
parted qcross the river Styx, which was 
believed to divide this world from the 
Jand of spirits. Many of these coins are 
found in the ald gepulehers near Rome, 
and I haye one in my possession that 
was taken from a burial urn 
peli. 

The funeral took place by torchlight, 


jand first in the procession came a band 


of flute players, then a company of buf- 
foons and dancers, one of whom was 
dressed to represent the deceased, and 
who imitated his gestures and bearing 
as cloarly as possible. Next came ‘the 
ancestors’’—that is, a group of the most 
prominent citizena wearing the wax 
yuasks that were kept in the house of 
all who laid any claims to honorable 
descent. These masks indicated the dif- 
ferent forefathers who had held high 
positions avd were worn at all the 
family funerals. 

Round the bier in their newly donned 
caps of liberty walked the slaves who 
had been emancipated by the dead 


jman’s will. The family came next, the 


females belonging ta it with heads an 
covered and hair falling in wild con- 
fusion, The procession first bore the 
body to the forum, where it lay in state 
whilesome friend pronounced an oration, 
enumerating the virtues of the deceased 
and all the glories of his ancestors, The 
law required the burial place ta be 
without the walls of the city, and mili- 
tury men Were generally carried to a 
eemetery called ‘The Field of Mars," 
though many of the wealthy had sepul- 


chers in the gardens attached to their 
| 


country villas. 

In the lattey days of the empire the 
eustom of burning the body was intro 
duced, and it was laid on a pile of 
fagots to the sound of solemn myxie, 
while the nearest relagive came forward 
with 4 lighted torch and set fire to it, 
Perfumes and spices were thrown into 
the blaze, and when all was consumed 
the embers were que uehed with choice 
wine, the ashes were collected and 
placed in a costly urn, and the bones 
were dried, sprinkled with wine and 
milk and added to the ashes. This arn 
was then placed in the family sepulcher, 
Which was covered with flowers, while 
the priests sprinkled the attendants with 
Wator to purify them. 

At one time it was customary to sup 
[ly the tomb with tho implements the 
ead used in life, and ornanjents, weap 
bus and ever ynoney haye been found 
jn these ald sopulchors, giving them 
nore the aspect of a dwelling place than 
of & Erave, 

Those elaborate ceremonies were cou 
cluded by a banquet, which was begun 
$n the open air near the burying placo, 
but afterward oarried on at tho hous 
of the deceased, Racrifloos were made 
to the gods, aud games were held in 
honor of the deceased at the same tink 
Of course this is a picture of the most 
imposing kind of a funeral, Among the 
lower classes much sliupler rites pre 
vailed, and bat little attompt at cere 
mony was muade.—A, M, Gardner in

BUILDING A STATUE. 


The Mechanical Part of the Work Re- 
quires Great Skill, 

After the artist 1: clear idea 
of the thing he is going to do he makes 
a olay model or a ‘sketch or study 
figure,"’ commonly about 2 feet in 
height, which is formed in potter's clay 
and enables the artist to experiment 
with the action and draping of the figure, 
as the parts can be readily bent and 
pushed about, for, however clearly the 
image may be defined in the mind, as 
the work progresses modifications are 
Which tempt the artist to 
vary from the original conception, This 
preliminary study may engage his at- 
tention through several months, as upon 
it depend the composition and character 
of the full size statue, 

Having completed the study figure, 
preparations are made for the larger 
work. We will assume that the statue 
is to be a male figure, of heroic size, 
standing in an easy, upright posture 
and clothed with the ordinary male at- 


lias got 


—known as a ‘banca’’—is placed ina 
proper relation to the lighting of the 
studio, Upon this bench a somewhat 
rude but carefully constructed iron 
framework is erected, corresponding in 
its general features to the human skele 
ton and consisting of an iron standard 
firmly fastened to the top of tho beneh 
and long enough to reach the top of the 
breast bone.

To Whiten the Hands, 

Coarse and red hands may be whiten- 
ed by using a few grains of chloride of 
lime added to warm soft water for 
washing. All rings and bracelets must 
be removed before this is used, as the 
chloride of lime will tarnish them. <A 
soap containing this ingredient may be 
prepared as follows: White powdered 
castile soap, 1 pound; dry chloride of 
lime, 14g to2 oances. Mix and beat 
this up in a mortar to w soft mass with 
a sufficient quantity of rectified spirit 
Divide the mass into tablets 
it up in oil silk. It may be scented by 
adding to the mixture a couple of drams 
of oil of verbena, In using chloride of 
| lime it is very important to be careful 
to avoid getting any of the powder into 
the eyes, as it is exceedingly irritating 
and may even cause blindness. —Popu- 
lar Magazine.

“Don't stop at L— L—. Better re 
main over night at C——-a and go on | 
clear through to L——d the next day.”’ | 

These were the parting words of our | 
genial host of the Ukiah inn, Mendoci- | 
no county, Cal, I had purchased a cou 
ple of horses anda pack mule lower 
down in the valley and was taking 
them along the old Oregon stage route 
to my home in the northern part of the 
state. 

Accompanying mo were my overseer, | 
Robert Thorndycke Hawkins, or, as he | 
was more generally known, Rancheria 
Bob, and an casterper named Wilson, 
who was going to spend a few months | 
on the ranch ‘to see how it was done.” | 
I had not advertised for boarders nor 
contemplated starting a ‘‘tenderfoot 
nursery,’’ but Wilson, whom I had met 
at the Palace hotel, seamed such a gen 
ial, pleasant fellow that it was impas- 
sible to refuse his earnest request to | 
join us in our mountain life. Bob was | 
rather opposed to the scheme, but not 
being a prominent factor in the matter 
Wilson came along. 

Our route lay through a section of | 
country which had elapsed into a demi- | 
civilized state, tho mines there having 
in # measnre become exhausted, the | 
stage route abandoned for the more | 
expeditious railroad and the immense 
timber tracts still being too far distant 
to be worked to any advantage. The 
men as well as the other conditions took 
a backward growth, and those who re- 
mained were yery favorably described 
as ‘‘tonugh;’’ hence the canucuing in- 
struction from our Jandiord. 

Acting upon such advice, we planned 
our daily route so as to pass L— L— | 
at noon. We were all well equipped | 
with rifles and side arms, and looked | 
forward to a very pleasant journey. 
Our horses were in fine condition, as | 
also was the mule. Perhaps it is need- | 
less to say that Bob and myself rode | 
the former, While Wilson was happy on 
the mule. 

The view was charming, with con- 
stantly changing vistas. Now exquisite 
groups of bouquet shaped elm trees | 
haunted the river bank, and again an 
open, undulating meadow with wooded | 
hills in the near distance, backed by 
the great blue tinted mountains of the | 
Coast rango. We traveled on, enjoying | 
the constantly changing viow, without | 
any incident uncommon to any trip of | 
the kind, and the evening of the second 
day found us at C a From hero | 
L——d was 54 miles and L— L— but | 
39. As these were tho only settlements 
in the country, we folt it incumbent on | 
us to make an carly start, as it would 
be a good day's work for the horses, 
who-were beginning to show effects of | 
their recent efforts. | 

Various rumors as to the sanctity and | 
future prospects of the L— L—ites (we 
classified them as geologists do other 
hard material) kept reaching us as we 
journeyed on. So corroboratory wero 
the reports that we looked wpon our ap- 
proach as one in the olden times must 
have felt oy nearing Bodom or Gomor- 
rah. L— L— was ono of those places | 
(which fortunately are becoming few) | 
where no restriction is placed on any | 
class of society, and the medimval law, | 
‘Might makes right,’’ is the only rec- 
ognized judicial power. There were per- | 
haps 200 people in all forming tho fixed 
population, though at certain seasons 
there might be double that number. 

The only visible means of support of 
the inhabitants was catering to the | 
vices of their fellow men. It was the | 
escape valve of that lawless class who 
hannt the borders of @ new civilization, 
Miners came there to spend Bunday and 
the result of their past week's toil. 
Herders who might have been leading a 
herimit's life in the mountains for three 
months brought there the result of 
their labor and did not leave until it 
was all exhausted. We did not believe 
much of all this that was told in re- 
gard to the place, considering the great- 
er part of the information of that myth- 
ical construction common to the char 
acter of such a region, 

Our intentior of starting early in the 
morning from © & was frustrated | 
by one of the horses casting a shoe, and | 
it was nearly 2 when we entered the 
woods beyond However, wo | 
had the prospect of a moonlight night 
and did not despair of reaching L-———d 
in fairly good season, We crossed tho 
watershed at the Mendocino yailey, and 
were descending into that of Hum 
boldt, the road following the twisting 
Kel river. Here bogins the greatest pod 
wood belt in the state, and as we tray 
vled lower down the valley we saw the 
treos Which were 100 foet or so high on 
the foothills assume such mammoth 
proportions that the distance to their 
tops could searce be measured in as 
many yards. They now became an im 
portant factor in the topography of the 
road, Which deviated from its course 
continually, obedient to the dictation 
of these monarchs, This constant inter 
ruption made what had been a fairly 
direct road a system of geomotrical 
curves, impossible to follow in any Ox 
ed direction From o certainty it bo 
came & labyrinth The great size and 
abundancy of the troes stilled the at 
mosphere, giving a somber effect to all 
the varied sounds natural to the woods, 
Wo could see limbs swinging at the tops 
of the trees and yet searce hear or per 
ceive a trace of the wind, which must

Coming upon a little spring, we halt 
ed awhile to refresh both ourselyes and 
our horses. Mere we calculated that we 
were distant but eight miles from L— 
L— and still had 28 more to go before 


L d was reached. It being but little 
past noon, our ride through L— L— 
before dark and reaching L——d in 


good time seemed a foregone conclusion. | 
Nature, however, often upsets the best 
of calculations, for arcely were wo 
remounted when a heavy shower camo | 
on, softening the road so as to make a 
slow walk Our hopes fell 
with the rain, Which was dismal enough 
in the big woods, rendering still darker | 
a gloomy way. ‘To return was as far 
out of our plan as to continue, the 
woods at night being as dark as a pock- 
tt. L— L— must be our abiding place 
perforce. We consulted, therefore, as ta 
the best means ta avoid trouble should 
the inhabitants feel in a sportive mood. 

It being the middle of the week was 
a point in our favor, as there would in 
all probability be few outsiders in town. | 
Our first care was Wilson, whose ver- | 
dancy was tog apparent to conceal and 
would no doubt render him more or less 
a butt of frontier wit. Bob advised him 
to go to bed at once on his arrival and

Washing Glass,

HOW THE

Heada of Rattlesnakes and Abdomens of 
Tarantula Killers Cooked Together The 
Thrilling Method of Testing—A Serret 


Carefully Guarded, 


I had been a cattle ranchman on the 
plains of southeastern Arizona for some 
lwo yoars before T could find out how 
|ihe Apaches poison their arrow tips. 
The Indians inherit from their ances- 
tors an intense secretiveness as to the 
limanner of their preparation of venom 
ifor hunting or warlike purposes, A trib- 
Jal chief years ago would as soon think 
if cutting off his own head as to let an- 
lother chief know some method peculiar 
Ito the tribe for preparing a powerful 
poison. Now that the savages uso fire- 
larins almost to the exclusion of their 
|primitive weapons the older warriors 
will not, if they can, allow information 
concerning their tribal manufacture of 
yenom to become known among the 
palefaces. I had in my employ a bright 
young Indian buck, who gaye me full 
information concerning the way the 
plains Indians have for many genera- 
tions made the poisonous fluids for their 
arrows. One day he went so far as to 
get permission for me to fo over to the 
mountains to see a tribe of Yavapais 
get their weapons in proper polsonous 
}condition. 

Rattlesnakes afford most of the Apa- 
che and Piute Indians’ venomous com- 
pounds. ‘Io see the savages prepare the 
poisons and try their efficacy on them- 
lselves is enough to distress even a fron- 
tiersman’s dreams. ‘The bloated rattle- 
Ienake of the hot alkali deserts of Ari- 
zona or the panhandle of Texas makes 
the most powerful poison, There is no 
Imore hideous and deadly serpent in 
| America than the bloated rattler. It is 
ja terror even to an Apache Indian, and 
if there is one thing that is worse than 
a rattlesnake in the opinion of plains- 
limen and settlers in eastern ‘Texas and 
southern Arizona it is an Apacho Indi- 
lan. The Piutes, although a more cow- 
lardly gang than the Apaches, hold this 
rattlesnake in less horror, but they give 
lit plenty of room. The Piutes draw on 
the snake for their poison after it is 
ldead. The Apaches, in spite of their 
lfear of the snake, make it contribute its 
venom to them while it is alive. 
| Tho rattlesnake of the Arizona desert 
|yrows to a length of 6 feet and attains 
la girth of 6 inches at the thickest part. 
They have tremendous sets of rattles, 
This snake has fangs an inch long and 
is frequently fitted with two sets. The 
|poison sacs at the base of these fangs 
are as big asahazelnut. The snake is a 
| bright yellow in color. 

The desert rattle snake is a dreadful 
fenough customer any day in the year, 
ibut during August takes on the fullness 
of its frightfulness, both in appearance 
land conduct, About the middle of An- 


lyust, when the weather 
lhot, this snake becomes bloated from 
some cause until itis a third larger than 
its normal size. Its appearance is as if 
the snake had been blown up like a 
bladder or charged with gas like a bal- 
loon. his rattler is always sluggish 
and slow in its movements, and like all 
of its kind usually makes an effort to 
vet out of the way of its intruders, but 
in August it simply lies still in bloated 
repulsiveness and will not move for any- 
thing, being ready at all times to strike 
at everything that comes near it. As 
near as you can get atit, this rattle- 
snake at that time of the year is simply 
a swollen reservoir of venom. 

A Piute Indian who wishes to lay in 
la stock of poison for his arrows kills, at 
this time of year, enough of these rat- 
tlesnakes for his purpose. He cuts off 
ltheir heads and takes them to his lodge. 
|He places in one of the rude earthen 
vessels that are among the Piute house- 
hold effects ten or a 
lsnake heads. ‘To them he adds perhaps 
apint of tarantula killer, as the big 
hairy Texan or Mexican spider is call- 
rather he puts the abdomen of

lthe spider in with the snake heads. 
{This spider has a sting that injects a 


| poison subtle enough almost to kill a ta- 
rantula instantly, which is itself about 
as poisonous a member of the animal 
kingdom as one would care to meet. 
The poison sac of the tarantula killer is 
jin the lower abdomen of the insect, and 
it is this the Piute brave mixes with the 

rattlesnake heads. He then pours in 
}a pint of water, seals the lid of the ves- 
sel on with moist clay and places the 
|yessel in a pit where he has made a bed 


of hot coals. He buries the vessel in 
| ‘ ? 

these coals, and besides that builds a 
blazing fire on top of it. This fire is 


kept burning fiercely for several hours, 
Fare itis swept away, and the Indian 
|digs his yessel out of the coals, With 4 
long pole ho knocks the Jid off and does 
|not venture near the pot until the steam 
\that arises from it as #oon as the lid is 
taken off entirely ceases to appear. 

| The Piutes say that to inhale the 
smallest quantity of that steam would 
be instant death. Whether that is true 
or not I am not able to say, as I never 
saw it put tothe test. After the fiery 
ordeal to which the snake heads are put 
is over, # brownish residuum remains in 
the bottom of the kettle, That is cer- 
tainly the double quintessence of poison, 
lif its action on human biood, or, at 
}least, Indian blood, any indication. 
|he Pinte always tests his poison before 
| rusting his arrows to it. He cuts a 
lyash in the fleshy part of his leg and 
draws the blood, which he lots trickle 
| down his leg. When the red stream has 


is 


stick in the poison and touches it to the 
\lower end of the bloody streak. If the 
}poison is all right, it actually burns 
\the blood almost like hot iron touched 
to water and rapidly runs up the tric- 
kling stream, ‘he Indian has his knife 
ready and scrapes the poisoned blood 
off. If it were permitted to reach the 
wound, it would be all up with the Pi- 
ite, The arrows are dipped into this 
poison, and the Indian feels that what 

lever such an arrow hits would much 
better not have been born. —Exchange.

arrangement it causes among their fly 
ing and steering feathers. Why the 
kingouzel sometimes migrates singly 
and at others in flocks is as inexplicable | 
as the local limitations of the nightin 
gale. Tho latter bird does not extend its | 
range farther west than the valley of 
Exe nor much farther north than York. 
Birds are wonderfully conservative in 
their migratory routes, the quails pur 
suing the same course today as when 
they “came up and covered the camp 
of the Israelites.’’ These great aerial 
highways are neither the nearest nor 
the safest to and from their winter re 
sorts, according to man’s judgment, but 
there is strong geological authority for 
supposing that their far distant pro 
genitors flew over narrow necks of land 
whore water now exists. In clear weath- 
er birds perform their migratory flights 
at immenso altitudes, butin dull weath- 
er, When neither moon nor star is visi 
ble, they fly low, and their ranks are 
thinned by enormous losses.

practiced eyes, Sometimes in a group of

fhe Great Lawyer's Income Was Unusual- 
ly Limited Even For Mia Day, 

One of our correspondents has been so 
facky as to fall in with a Httle leather 
sovered book, like those of bank deposit- 
ors, Which contains Daniel Webster's 
sutograph record of his legal receipts. 
Chis chronicle fills 28 pages and extends 
s little more than from 1488 to 1836 in- 
tlusive, The first entry, dated Septem- 
wer in the former year, is of $50, and 
the second of $20, for retaining on the 
New Hampshire circuit, The firgt feo of 
£1,000 was paid in May, 1884, by a Mr, 
Badger, Services regarding Cilley’s will 
tommanded $800. The total amount for 
the first year was footed up as $18,140, 
with the remark, ‘‘Sept. 82, 1884, thus 
fone and concluded,"’ 

A similar summing up appears at tho 
slose of eagh other year. Tho second 
total is $156,188.74; tho third is $21 
798. The firat ontry of $28,000 was in 
1886, March 7; the first of $8,000 Deo 
7 in the same year, Tho last payment 
was in respect to Mlorida land, ‘The 
largest single honorarium was $7,500, 
lu February of the fourth year $5,900 is 
sot down as bestowed in a case of Trinity 
church, New York.

A Koast of Eland. 

The flesh of the eland is excellent— 
fat, well tasted and resembling young | 
beef, witha gamelike flavor, The shape 
of the animal is of course well known. 
years specimens of the un- 
striped South African variety haye been 
exhibited in the Zoological 
Society gardens. These elands, how 
ever, scarcely fairly represent the beast 
in its wild state and grow to nothing 
like the size and bulk. Mr, Bartlett in- 
forms me also that the breed shows in 
captivity tendency to deterioration 
and occasionally requires fresh blood. 
Many of these beautiful antelopes have 
been imported and bred as ornaments 
to noblemcn’s parks, 

A former Lord Derby bred them for 
some years, The present stock at the 
zoological gardens represents, I believe, 
his herd. Lord Hill also had some, and 
there are still a few here and there in 
parks about the country. A butcher in 
Shrewsbury once had the carcass of an 
eland of Lord Hill's for sale, but found 
it au impossibility to induce people 
to buy and eat it. Good as was the 
meat, his customers, with typical Brit- 
ish mistrust, would have nothing to 
fay to such new fangled stuff, 

The cland is so comely, so striking 
and yet withal so gentle a beast, unit- 
ing some of the finest points of the an- 
telope family with those of the zebu of 
India, aud is so easily domesticated and 
bred in this country that the wonder is 
herds are not more often seen in private 
grounds.

Tho saud blast is used extensively in 
England for the removal of molding 
sand, scale, ete., from steel, iron and 
brass castings, forgings, plates and for 
cloapings the stonework of publie build 
ings. ‘Tho air presswre employed is from 
eight to ten pounds per square inch, 
Chilled iron globules instead of quartz 
or flint sand are used with good ro- 
sults, and the surface thus prepared is 
ready for tiuning, galvanizing, plating, 
bronzing, painting, ete,, the innamera- 
ble littl: indontations causing the pro- 
tecting materials to adhere with greater 
force, This method of cleaning castings 
acts with equal rapidity and thorough- 
ness upon flat, curved, angular and in- 
dented surfaces. Small castings are 
placed in a slowly rotating barre), 
through which the blast is directed so 
that no portion of the surface escapes 
the action of the sand, One hundred- 
weight of castings oan be oleaned in 
from 10 to 16 iminutes with a blast 
created by two horsepower and the same 
woight of small forgings and stampings 
in from 20 to 80 minutes. —Wxchange.

its name has come tostand for the whole 
section of which it is the chief artery, 
that cosmopolitan section of poverty 
nnd crime, of appalling distress and 
garish gayety, the most thickly popula 
ted area of ground on earth, has the 
Bowery become a place of interest to the 
sociologist as well as to the mere curi 
Osity seb ker, 

The Bowery, onco less cosmopolitan 
than now, was chiefly celebrated for its 
haunts of pleasure and for the perils 
that attended the unsophisticated out 
sider who sought joys. In the old 
days its most conspicuons feature was 
the dance hall. Those days have passed, 
The Bowery has its dance halls, where 
cracked pianos and wheezy violins and 
oar splitting human voices outrage har
